This being the First Day of the First Session of the Second 
Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta, for the Despatch 
of Business pursuant to a Proclamation of His Honour George Hedley 
Vicars Bulyea, Lieutenant Governor, dated January 17, 1910, and 
the House having met, the following certificates were delivered by 
the Clerk of the Executive Council to the Clerk of the Legislative 
Assembly :

The Members having been duly sworn at the office of the Lieu- 
tenant Governor, by His Honour, and having subscribed to the Roll 
containing the Oath on this date, took their seats, all being present 
except Messieurs Finlay, Genge, McKenzie, O’Brien, Simpson, 
Holden, Moore, Cornwall and McPherson. 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the House and 
‘ook his seat on the Throne. 
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The Provincial Secretary then said: 

I am commanded by His Honour the Lieutenant Governor to 
inform you that he does not see fit to declare the causes. of the sum- 
moning of the present Legislature of this Province until a Speaker 
of this House shall have been chosen according to law; but to-day 
at the hour of 3.30 o’clock His Honour will declare the causes of ° 
the calling of this Legislature. 


His Honour then retired. 


The Premier, Hon. Mr. Rutherford, addressing the Clerk, nom- 
‘nated Charles Wellington Fisher, Esquire, Member for the Electoral 
Division of Cochrane, to take the Chair of this House as a Speaker, 
seconded by Attorney General, Hon. Mr. Cross. 


The Clerk having asked if there were other nominations, put 
the motion and declared the “Ayes” have it. He then declared 
Charles Wellington Fisher duly elected Speaker. 


The Speaker retired and re-entered the House between the 
Premier and the Attorney General, who escorted him to the Chair. 


The Speaker, standing on the upper step, briefly thanked the 
House for the honour conferred upon him. The Speaker took his 
seat and the Mace was placed on the Table by the Sergeant-at-Arms. 


His Honour returned to the House and took his seat on the 
Throne. 


Mr. Speaker then said: 


May it please Your Honour, the Legislative Assembly have 
elected me as their Speaker, though I am but little able to fulfil 
the important duties thus assigned to me. If in the performance 
of those duties I should at any time fall into error I pray that the 
fault may be imputed to me and not to the Assembly, whose servant 
I am, and who, through me, the better to enable them to discharge 
their duty to their King and country, hereby claim all their endowed 
rights and privileges especially that they may have freedom of speech 
in their debates and access to your person at all seasonable times; 
and that their proceedings may receive from you the most favourable 
construction. 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


I am commanded by His Honour the Lieutenant Governor to 
declare to you that he freely confides in the duty and attachment 
of the Assembly to His Majesty’s person and Government and not 
doubting that their proceedings will be conducted with wisdom, 
temper and prudence he grants and upon all occasions will recognize 
and allow their constitutional privileges. 


I am commanded also to assure you that the Assembly shall 
have ready access to His Honour upon all suitable occasions and 
all their proceedings as well as their work and actions will constantly 
receive from him the most favourable construction. 
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His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 


Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


It is with great pleasure that I welcome you to the First Session 
of the Second Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta. 


The foundations upon which the Government of the Province 
are to be built were well and truly laid by the First Legislative 
Assembly. You have come here to-day in larger numbers representing 
a largely increased electorate to continue that good work. I trust 
that this increase in your members will lead to an even closer com- 
munion of thought between yourselves and those whom you represent, 
and will add to the effect and authority of your deliberations. 


In a year that has been marked over a large part of the globe 
by notable and terrific manifestations of the powers of nature, 
in flood, fire and storm, I cannot refrain from asking you to render 
thanks to the Divine Power for the freedom from such suffering which 
we in Alberta have to so notable an extent enjoyed. The year has 
been marked by a bountiful harvest and the increasing prosperity 
of all classes of the community. 


The increase in the number of settlers to Alberta has been large, 
and measures are being taken looking to making it still larger. This 
state of affairs carries with it its own responsibilities. A very large 
part of the time of my Ministers has been taken up by the work 
of carrying into effect the policy of railway expansion which was 
authorized by the last Assembly. Much work has been done and 
preparations have been made for a vigorous campaign for the extension 
of railway facilities as soon as the weather allows operations to be 
resumed. 


The work of providing the Province with the necessary buildings 
to accommodate its various and ever increasing activities has been 
carried on with vigour and will be pushed forward still more rapidly 
this year. Notable progress has been made, as you may yourselves 
observe, on the Legislative Buildings. In this connection I may 
record the loyal pleasure with which the people of Alberta weleomed 
the presence of the Governor General of the Dominion at the laying 
of the corner-stone of the new Buildings. His Excellency was 
pleased to express in enthusiastic terms his appreciation of his recep- 
tion, of the beauty of the site and the wonderful land in which it 
is our good fortune to live. 


There has been during the year a gratifying expansion of the 
schools of the Province both i in the number of the institutions and 
in the number of the scholars in attendanec. While the higher 
education has not been neglected, special attention has been given 
to the work of the primary schools. In this practical age technical 
education cannot be neglected, and it is important that the industries 
of the Province, especially the Mining industry, which figures so 
largely, should be carefully watched, ‘and that instruction in the 
scientific and practical aspects of the work should begin during the 
school age. Foremost, of course, among the branches of practical 
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education, stands the foster-mother of the prosperity of the country— 
the art of Agriculture. 

There will be submitted to your consideration a large number 
of important measures. First among these I may place the four 
Bills for the better management of municipal affairs in Cities, Towns, 
Villages and Local Improvement Districts. 

The work of governing and directing the affairs of the Provincial 
University has rendered necessary the introduction of a University 
Bill for further regulating these matters. 

Bills will also be introduced looking to the prevention of corruption 
at Municipal Elections; the regulation of traffic on Highways, which 
has hitherto been a matter of custom; the securing of a fair share in 
their deceased husbands’ estate to married women ; the systemati- 
zation of the law in regard to the reception of evidence in courts of 
law; the protection of public officers in the discharge of their duties 
along the lines of the Common Law of England; and the relief of 
creditors in regard to the estates of absconding debtors. 


A uniform system of dealing with loans authorized by the Legis- 
lature will also be submitted which proposes to create a permanent 
Provincial Stock. 

Various important and necessary amendments to and modi- 
fications of the Statute law of the Province will also be submitted 
to you. 

The increasing wealth of Alberta and its growing material pros- 
perity results every year in a large increase in the number of Private 
Bills to be considered by you, and I would ask for your careful con- 
sideration of these. 


The accounts for the past year and the reports of the several 
Departments will be laid before you and the estimates for the coming 
year will be submitted. 

I feel every assurance that these and other matters to be sub- 
mitted to you will receive your most careful consideration and will 
redound under the guidance of Almighty God to the welfare and 
prosperity of the Province. 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the 
House. 


Mr. Speaker informed the House that in order to prevent mis- 


takes, he had obtained a copy of the Speech of His Honour the 
Lieutenant Governor, which was laid on the Table. 


Ordered, That Hon. A. C. Rutherford have leave to introduce 
a Bill intituled “An Act respecting the Administration of Oaths 
of Office to Persons Appointed as Justices of the Peace.” 


Ordered, That the Bill be read a First time. 
The Bill was then read a First time. 


On the motion of Hon. Mr. Rutherford, seconded by Hon. 
Mr. Cross, 
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Ordered, That the Votes and Proceedings of this House be 
printed, having first been perused by Mr. Speaker, and that he do 
appoint the printing thereof, and that no person but such as he 
shall appoint do presume to print the same.

Dear Mr. Rutherford,— 

I enclose herewith my resignation as a Member of the Executive 
Council of Alberta. 

Owing to the fact, of which you are already aware, that in your 
method of administering the affairs of state entrusted to the care 
of your Government there are several matters in which I am not 
in accord with you, the most prominent of these being the manner 
in which you have handled the railway policy of the Province, espe- 
cially that part pertaining to the guaranteeing of the bonds of the 
Alberta and Great Waterways Railway. This transaction, put 
through without my knowledge or consent, is, in my judgment, 
such that I cannot with sincerity of heart and honesty of purpose 
defend before the electorate of this Province, because in the agreement 
and specification signed by yourself you have utterly failed to protect 
the interests of the people. 

Therefore, recognizing that my position as a Member of your 
Cabinet is no longer tenable, with extreme regret I hereby tender 
you my resignation as a Member of your Government.

My Dear Mr. Cushing,— 


I have to acknowledge your letter enclosing your resignation 
as a Member of the Executive Council, and setting out the reasons 
that have compelled you to take this step. I confess it comes as 
something of a surprise to me to learn that my administration of 
public affairs does not meet with your approval, but unquestionably 
you are right in taking the view that under such circumstances 
your position as a Member of the Executive Council is no longer 
tenable. Believe me, I heartily regret this, but I am compelled 
to recognize facts as they stand, and your letter leaves me no recourse 
than to accept your resignation. 
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The only matter referred to specifically in your letter, and 
therefore the only one as to which [ have knowledge of your dis- 
agreement with the Government upon, is with respect to the guaran- 
teeing of the bonds of the Alberta and Great Waterways Railway. 
I confess myself somewhat at a loss to understand this in view of 
the fact that the negotiations with respect to the guarantecing of 
the bonds of this railroad, and with respect to all the details con- 
nected with the settlement of the mortgage and of the agreement 
with this railway company were as you of course are aware had 
with your full knowledge and complete approval. I can only assume 
from your letter that in some way it has escaped your memory that 
the terms of the proposed mortgage and agreement were gone over 
very carefully by the Government, you being present at the time, 
before the promoters of the enterprise left for the Old Country, 
to arrange their finances. It must also have escaped your memory, 
that subsequently, and after the legislation authorizing the Govern- 
ment to guarantee the bonds of this railway company was passed, 
and the promoters had made their necessary financial arrangements, 
the mortgage and agreement and the other details in connection with 
the transaction, were fully discussed and agreed to at a Council 
meeting at which you were present on October 7th last. The matter 
was then closed, with the full concurrence of the entire Cabinet, and 
the necessary Orders in Council were signed. These events are so 
recent, and so fresh in my memory, that I am somewhat astonished 
that you seem to have forgotten them, as I assume you must have done. 
Your letter is the first intimation I have ever received that you were 
otherwise than in complete accord with the Government in con- 
nection with this matter. 

In accepting your resignation, I have only to reciprocate most 
heartily the regret you express in your letter. I shall acquaint His 
Honour the Lieutenant Governor with the fact of your resignation 
immediately.

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The Standing Committee on Municipal Law have considered 
Bill No. 30 to Grant Additional Powers to the Town of Raymond 
for the purpose of acquiring or constructing Public Utilities, and 
begs to report the Bill with certain amendments.

Mr. Boyle proposed, seconded by Mr. Warnock, the following 
motion: 
Mr. Boyle to move: 


Whereas the Alberta and Great Waterways Railway Company 
was incorporated by Chapter 46 of the Statutes of Alberta, 1909, 
with power when organized to construct a railway from Hdmonton 
to Fort McMurray, with a branch line from a point at or near the 
west end of Lac La Biche to the east end thereof; 


And Whereas, by Chapter 16 of the said Statutes of 1909 the 
Government was given permission and power to guarantee the bonds 
of said railway company upon such terms and conditions as might 
be agreed upon between the Government and said company; 


And Whereas from information furnished by the Government 
to this House said company was organized under said Chapter 46 
but have a paid-up capital of only $50, O00; 


And Whereas said railway company is not yet authorized by 
law to construct any railway line in this Province by reason of the 
fact that they have not filed any plans or profile or book of reference 
in connection with their proposed railway, as provided by sections 
72, 73, 74 and 80 of The Railway Act; 


And Whereas notwithstanding the insignificant amount of the 
paid-up capital of said company and the fact that no surveys had 
been completed or plans or profile or book of reference filed as afore- 
said, and notwithstanding the fact that the Governor in Council 
had not at that time appointed any engineer in accordance with 
said Chapter 16, it appears that the Government have granted said 
railway company the extreme limit of concessions permitted or 
allowed by said Chapter 16, they having guaranteed the bonds of 
said company for 350 miles at $20,000 per ‘mile, with an additional 
sum of $400,000 for terminals at Edmonton, being the maximum 
amount of mileage and the maximum amount of money per mile 
and the maximum amount for terminals permitted or allowed by 
said Chapter 16, and by guaranteeing said bonds did pledge the 
Province of Alberta to the payment of the principal sum and interest 
at 5 per cent. per annum, payable half-yearly, of the total sum of 
$7,400,000; 

And Whereas all said bonds have been sold and the money 
deposited in certain banks in the City of Edmonton, and it is claimed 
by the Government that the said bonds for the payment of the prin- 
cipal sum and interest of which the Province is so pledged, carrying 
5 per cent. interest payable half-yearly, were sold at only the par 
or face value thereof; 

And Whereas the Government on behalf of the Province have 
entered into an agreement with the said company for the construction 
of said railway ; 
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And Whereas it appears from a perusal of said contract and 
specifications and the other documents and papers laid upon the 
table of this House, that reasonable precautions have not been taken 
by the Government to protect the public interests and that said 
company are, under said contract and specifications, at liberty to 
construct a very cheap and inferior class of railway and terminals, 
at a very much less cost than $7,400,000 and at a very much less cost 
than $20,000 per mile for each mile of said railway, and that they 
are at liberty to draw from the proceeds of the sale of said bonds 
$20,000 per mile for each ten miles of railway so constructed before 
the same is ballasted, und are at liberty under said contract and 
specifications to construct a line with a maximum gradient of 53 
feet per mile and a minimum curvature of not less than 955 feet 
or 6 degrees, with width of cuttings at formation level of only 20 
feet and width of embankments of only 14 feet when settled in place, 
with slopes of cuttings and embankments 14 feet horizontal to 1 
foot vertical in earth and 1 foot horizontal to 4 feet vertical in rock | 
cuttings, with rails of a weight of only 56 lbs. per lineal yard and 
not necessarily new, to be connected by fishplates, and spruce or 
other timber of only six-inch face for ties, and the road ballasted 
with prairie loam, and in other respects a very cheap and inferios 
road which will cost much less for construction than the amount 
of money per mile which the said company are at liberty, by virtue 
of said contract, to draw from time to time from the proceeds of the 
sale of said bonds on every ten miles of road so constructed, and 
which will cost several million dollars less for the total construction, 
ncluding Edmonton terminals, than the sum of $7,400,000 which 
the company under said contract will be at liberty to draw upon such 
completion and before said road is ballasted even with prairie loam; 

And Whereas said railway so constructed will be a very expensive 
road to operate and maintain; 

And Whereas in view of the fact that the Government have so 
pledged the Province to the payment of the interest at 5 per cent. 
per annum, payable half-yearly, upon said sum of $7,400,000, and 
in view of the fact that said company have a paid-up capital of only 
$90,000, and that none of said railway is completed or any portion 
thereof, it is essential that the immediate construction of said rail- 
way should be proceeded with in order that some revenue therefrom 
may become available for the payment of interest upon the said 
bonds, and it is further essential in the interests of this Province 
that all of the said money for which principal sum and interest the 
Province is pledged shall be expended in railway construction and 
in the construction of nothing but a first-class and modern railway, 
capable of being operated at a minimum cost to the end that the 
same may be operated on a paying basis with reasonable freight 
and passenger rates: 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That in the opinion of this House 
proceedings should be immediately instituted to expropriate the 
rights, franchises and powers, and real and personal property of 
the said railway and vest the same in this Province, in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 20 of the Act of Incorporation of said 
railway company being Chapter 46 of the Statutes of 1909; 
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And Further Resolved, That the construction of the said railway 
should be proceeded with without delay by a commission of three 
members to be appointed by this Legislature, or in such other manner 
as this Legislature may determine, and that the necessary legislation 
should be forthwith introduced and passed; 

And Further Resolved, That as the distance between Edmonton 
and Fort McMurray is not 350 miles but is only, in direct line, 230 
miles there should be set aside out of the said sum of $7,400,000 
a sufficient sum for the purpose of constructing said railway from 
Edmonton to Fort McMurray in a first-class manner and by whatever 
route will best serve the interests of the railway, and present as well 
as possible future settlement, and the balance of the said sum of 
$7,400,000 should be used for constructing a railway or railways 
in whatever portion of this Province the Legislature may determine

Whereas the Alberta and Great Waterways Railway Company 
was incorporated by Chapter 46 of the Statutes of Alberta, 1909, 
with power when organized to construct a railway from Edmonton 
to Fort McMurray, with a branch line from a point at or near the 
west end of Lae La Biche to the east end thereof; 

And Whereas, by Chapter 16 of the said Statutes of 1909 the 
Government was given permission and power to guarantee the bonds 
of said railway company upon such terms and conditions as might 
be agreed upon between the Government and said company; 

And Whereas from information furnished by the Government 
to this House said company was organized under said Chapter 46 
but have a paid-up capital of only $50,000; 

And Whereas said railway company is not yet authorized by 
law to construct any railway line in this Province by reason of the 
fact that they have not filed any plans or profile or book of reference 
in connection with their proposed railway, as provided by sections 
72, 73, 74 and 80 of The Railway Act; 

And Whereas notwithstanding the insignificant amount of the 
paid-up capital of said company and the fact that no surveys had 
been completed or plans or profile or book of reference filed as afore- 
said, and notwithstanding the fact that the Governor in Council 
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had not at that time appointed any engineer in accordance with 
said Chapter 16, it appears that the Government have granted said 
railway company the extreme limit of concessions permitted or 
allowed by said Chapter 16, they having guaranteed the bonds of 
said company for 350 miles at $20,000 per mile, with an additional 
sum of $400,000 for terminals at Edmonton, being the maximum 
amount of mileage and the maximum amount of money per mile 
and the maximum amount for terminals permitted or allowed by 
said Chapter 16, and by guaranteeing said bonds did pledge the 
Province of Alberta to the payment of the principal sum and interest 
at 5 per cent. per annum, payable half-yearly, of the total sum of 
$7,400,000; 

And Whereas all said bonds have been sold and the money 
deposited in certain banks in the City of Edmonton, and it is claimed 
by the Government that the said bonds for the payment of the prin- 
cipal sum and interest of which the Province is so pledged, carrying 
5 per cent. interest payable half-yearly, were sold at only the par 
or face value thereof; 

And Whereas the Government on behalf of the Province have 
entered into an agreement with the said company for the construction 
of said railway; 

And Whereas it appears from a perusal of said contract ‘and 
specifications and the other documents and papers laid upon the 
table of this House, that reasonable precautions have not been taken 
by the Government to protect the public interests and that said 
company are, under said contract and specifications, at liberty to 
construct a very cheap and inferior class of railway and terminals, 
at a very much less cost than $7,400,000 and at a very much less cost 
than $20,000 per mile for each mile of said railway, and that they 
are at liberty to draw from the proceeds of the sale of said bonds 
420,000 per mile for each ten miles of railway so constructed before 
the same is ballasted, and are at liberty under said contract and 
specifications to construct a line with a maximum gradient of 53 
feet per mile and a minimum curvature of not less than 955 feet 
or 6 degrees, with width of cuttings at formation level of only 20 
feet and width of embankments of only 14 feet when settled in place, 
with slopes of cuttings and embankments 14 feet horizontal to 1 
toot vertical in earth and 1 foot horizontal to 4 feet vertical in rock 
cuttings, with rails of a weight of only 56 lbs. per lineal yard and 
not necessarily new, to be connected by fishplates, and spruce or 
other timber of only six-inch face for ties, and the road ballasted 
with prairie loam, and in other respects a very cheap and inferior 
road which will cost much less for construction than the amount 
of money per mile which the said company are at liberty, by virtue 
of said contract, to draw from time to time from the proceeds of the 
sale of said ents on every ten miles of road so constructed, and 
which will cost several million dollars less for the total construction, 
including Kdmonton terminals, than the sum of $7,490,000 which 
the company under said contract will be at liberty to draw upon such 
completion and before said road is ballasted even with prairie loam: 

And Whereas said railway so constructed will be a very expensive 
road to operate and maintain;

And Whereas in view of the fact that the Government have so 
pledged the Province to the payment of the interest at 5 per cent. 
per annum, payable half-yearly, upon said sum of $7,400,000, and 
in view of the fact that said company have a paid-up capital.of only 
$50,000, and that none of said railway is completed or any portion 
thereof, it is essential that the immediate construction of said rail- 
way should be proceeded with in order that some revenue therefrom 
may become available for the payment of interest upon the said 
bonds, and it is further essential in the interests of this Province 
that all of the said money for which principal sum and interest the 
Province is pledged shall be expended in railway construction and 
in the construction of nothing but a first-class and modern railway, 
capable of being operated at a minimum cost to the end that the 
same may be operated on a paying basis with reasonable freight 
and passenger rates; : 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That in the opinion of this House 
proceedings should be immediately instituted to expropriate the 
rights, franchises and powers, and real and personal property of 
the said railway and vest the same in this Province, in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 20 of the Act of Incorporation of said 
railway company being Chapter 46 of the Statutes of 1909; 

And Further Resolved, That the construction of the said railway 
should be proceeded with without delay by a commission of three 
members to be appointed by this Legislature, or in such other manner 
as this Legislature may determine, and that the necessary legislation 
should be forthwith introduced and passed; 

And Further Resolved, That as the distance between Edmonton 
and Hort McMurray is not 350 miles but is only, in direct line, 23 
miles, there should be set aside out of the said sum of $7,400,000

I have to announce to you that the resignation of Premier Ruther- 
ford was placed in my hands this morning and has been accepted by 
me, and I have called on the Hon. A. L. Sifton to form a Government 
and he has assumed that responsibility, and has been sworn in as 
President of the Executive Council. 


It is my will that Premier Sifton shall submit the personnel of 
his Cabinet and his policy to the Members of this Legislative Assembly 
for ratification at an carly date, due notice of which will be given you. 
In the meantime, it is my will that. this meeting of the Legislative 
Assembly be prorogued, and I do declare it duly and formally pro- 
rogued., 

In discharging you from further attendance I would assure you 
of my good wishes for the health and welfare of you all.
